Former New York Life President 
Dies—His Wife in Collapse. 


DEATH IS SEQUEL TO RUIN. 


Downfall and Crushing Charges Bear 
Insurance Magnate to Grave. 


New York, Feb. 18.~[{Special.}—John A. 
McCall, who recently resigned the presidency 
of the New York Life Insurance company, 
died late this afternoon at Laurel house, 
Lakewood, N. J., after an iliness of three 
weeks. His death was the result of a break- 
down two months ago induced directly by 
the strain and worry of disclosures made 
before the Armstrong legislative insurance 
investigating committee. 

* Altogether the last days of the former in- 
, surance president were filled with tragedy. 
The beginning of the end was his appearance 
as a Witness during the investigation of the 
affairs of his company. His examination 
Was particularily severe. The ordeal he un- 
derwent in rehearsing and divulging transac- 
tions connected with the payment of huge 
contributions to campaign funds, the pecu- 
Har financial methods of his company, and 
the legislative work of Judge Andy Ham- 
Uton, involving the disbursement of immense 
| sums of money without the knowledge of the 
policy holders, completely undeftnined his 


; health.

piration of the time set, called upon him for 
the payment of the money. 


Sells Home to Pay Claim. 

He acceded to the demands, paying ssf'000 
in cash and giving his notes for $150,000, 
the latter being secured by a mortgage on 
hig country place, which later he sold sub- 
ject to the mortgage. Mr. McCall realized 
in all something over $800,000 for the prop- 
erty, which was said to have cost him just 
double that amount. 

From that time dates the beginning of his 
illness thet hie death. Ten days ago 
he suffered the first sinking spell of his - 
ness, and was low tor several days. Then 
he improved slightly. One week ago today, 
however, he suffered a second sinking spell 
and grew much worse. His condition de- 
came eo low that bis life was cespaired of. 
A priest of the Roman Catholic church, of 
which faith Mr. McCall wae an adherent, 
was summoned, and the last sacraments of 
the church were administered to the stricken 
man. 

When all hope had been lost Mr. MoCall 
suddenly rallied. It was an effort of the 
mind and will, however, and not a physical 
improvement, The atte physicians 
foresaw the approaching nd so warned 
his family, who remained the sick man 
from that time to the period of dissolution. 
: ‘Fowler Report Crushing Blow. 

Mr. McCall's mental effort to shake off his 
lines was induced by the report of the 
Fowler investigating committee, composed of

Devoted Wife Now in Collapse. 
With the death of Mr. McCall there de 
| veloped the possibility of a tragic sequel 
when it was announced that his devoted wife 
must now herself go under medical care. She 
dad become worn out by the long vigil at 
the bedside of her husband, and when he 
died she practically collapsed, although it 
is thought her condition will not develop se- 
rlously. 

John A. McCall was born in Albany, N. 
T., March 2, 1849. He entered the insurance 
business early in life, and in 1885 was ap- 
pointed state insurance commissioner by 
Grover Cleveland, who was then governor. 
He relinquished that position to become con- 
troller of the Equitable Life Assurance so- 
clety, which position he held until he be- 
came president of the New York Life In- 
surance company in 1892.

Saloonkeeper Defies Law. 


A first class illustration of how saloonkeep- 
ere who own dance halls may violate the 1 
o'clock closing ordinance with the complacent 
connivance of the police was found in Wicker 
Park hall, 501 West North avenue, during the 
progress of a boisterous masquerade dance 
early in the morning. 

The case is one which points to the almost 
imevitable connection between bar permits. 
and saloons. The masquerade was given by 
Humboldt lodge of the Knights of the Mac- 
cabees, which conducted no bar in connection 
with the dance, selling only soft drinks in the 
Usual dance hall barroom. Pi 

In spite of this, men and women were seen 
Grinking liquor, being served in the halls of 
the building on the second floor. It was 
found that a bar was running full blast at the 
farther end of this hall, and the permit for 
this bar was made out in the name of Wil- 
iam Bowerly, owner of the building, who con- 
meta a saloon on the ground floor. 

There was no attempt at concealing the 
facts, as the permit was displayed on the wall 
inside the bar. At 1 o’clock Bowerly closed 
his saloon downstairs, but the bar upstairs, 
ostensibly run as an adjunct to the dances, 
but really an adjunct to the saloon, remained 
open until nearly 4 o’clock in the morning. 


Others Turn Same Trick. 


This probably fs the manner in which a 
majority of the dance hall bars are co 
ducted. A saloonkeeper who happens to own 
à dance hall makes an arrangement with 
the persons giving the dance. Then he pays 
the permit fee of $2.50 and supplies the dance 
hall bar with all the Nquor sold during the 

In a majority of cases, however, the 
precautionary measure of having the permit 


made out in the name of the club giving the 


dance is taken. 

While no women were permitted inside the 
barroom, they were served by waiters scurry- 
ing to and fro through the halls and passage- 
ways. Several times.the halls became go 
crowded with thirsty dancers of both sexes 
in scanty costumes that the poliee were com- 
pelled to order them back upstairs for fear of 
A stampede. f

tion had personal charge of keeping order. 

en a reporter for THz TRIBUNE called his 
attention to the fact that a bar, which was 
not run in connection with the dance, was 
selling liquor after 1 a. m., he said: 
_“ Bowerly got his permit from the depart- 
ment to sell liquor at the dance, and what 
can I do about it? That thing is done right 
along, but as long as they sécure permits we 
Cannot stop them. It looks like an irregular 
arrangement, but it is done all the time. I 
edmit there is something wrong about it. It 
ig manifestly unfair to the saloonkeepers who 
don't own dance halls, any one of whom 
would be only too willing to pay $2.50 for an 
all night permit.“ 


Building and Bar Crowded. 


All night the barroom was crowded with 
men, drinking, singing, and carousing. Fully 
4,000 persons were crowded into the build- 
ing. There are two halls in the place, the 
Main one on the third floor and a smaller 
hall on the second floor. Both halls were 


packed to suffecation. Most of the thirsty 


ones preferred to remain in the smaller hall 
because it was near the bar. 

Comparative -quiet reigned in Central 
Turner hall, 1105 Milwaukee avenue, where 
the Germania Pleasure club gave a mas- 
querade. Because of the masks worn, the 
police had hard work in judging the ages of 
the girls. Several young girls who appearéd 
to be under 16 years old were seen in the hall. 

The bar permit was made out in the name 
of the club and sold drinks all night. The 
police kept all women out of the barroom 
gad signs which read No minors admitted 
Were displayed prominenily at the doors.

The sale of liquors did 
not continue openly, however. 


Lively in Eighteenth Street. 


Eighteenth street was alive with dances all 
night., At Pilsner hall, Eighteenth street 
and Ashland avenue, tnere were as many as 
250 children in attendance. Many were 
turned away. Six little girls, dressed as 
fairies, were at the dance alone. 

The Bohemian-American hall, 588 West

sometimes clear hundreds of dollars. It 
usually costs from $20 to $40 to rent a good 
hall, with or without wardrobe privileges. 
The wardrobe graft sometimes nets $50 or 
$100. 


‘ Shows Methods of Clubs. 

The methods of the pleasure clubs are 
given by James E. Dvorak, who writes: 

“ Please keep up the work against the 
dance halls. They are worse evils than any 
one imagines. The southwest part of the 
city, consisting of the Tenth, Eleventh, and 
Twelfth wards, is honeycombed with the 
so-called pleasure and athletic clubs, com- 
posed in the main of young people under 
age, who make it their practice to give 
dantes in the winter and picnics in the sum- 
mer for the sole punpose of gain and pleas- 
ure without restraint. 

“Frequently these entertainments meet 


with considerable success, and’ the club 


makes from one of these ventures $100 to 
and $600, and even more. Now, this is 
where more mischief begins. All of these 
clubs have meeting places in some basement 
or in the rear of some saloon. 

“ After each entertainment, when the 
treasury is replenished, most of the mem- 
bers, particularly the officers, hang around 
the clubrooms from morning until evening 
and from evening until morning, day after 
day and week after week, doing nothing but 
drink, gamble, and loaf. They are a disgrace 
to themselves, their families, and the neigh- 
borhoods, besides being a source of danger 
to the general public. 

It is these clubs that breed and graduate 
the greatest number of hoodlums, and a 
suppression of them would be a blessing to 


our city." 5 


ELIMINATES IMPROPER PLAYS. 


Statement of Hogan Policy, Made in 
Fairness to Criterion Man-

Hope to Enlist Moynihan. ° 

P. H. Moynihan; the other alderman from 
the ward, voted. against the measure last 
Wednesday, but the high license advocates 
among his constituents believe that he is 
still “ open to conviction.” During the next 
few days he will be besieged with letters 
and petitions. 

Those people who signed the petition 
that he claims. to have received from the 
opponents of high license are not men who 
ever gave him political support,“ said 
one man, or men whoever will. He doesn't 
realize who his censtituents are, and we be- 
lieve we can make him see.“ 

The meeting was addressed by practically 
all the Protestant ministers in South Chica- 
go. The Rev. G. H, Bird, pastor of the 
church, presided. 

Opponents of the high license measure 
were lacking at the meeting. Almost 
at the inning the Rev. Albert A. Mohney 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, ex- 
presesd emphatically his disapproval of the 


plan. 
Hot Debete Is Started. 

“It is a trick of the devil,“ he said, to 
arouse public opinion on a side issue instead 
of throwing it with mighty power against 
the demon traffic itself.

Later in the meeting a flery gentleman on 
the floor delivered himself even more vigor- 
ously.

Dunn, chairman of the council com- 
mittee on license, and leader of the $1,000 fee 
supporters, declares that nothing short of 
that mark will be accepted and that if en- 
couragement is given a movement for even 
a higher tax it will be * Ald. Dailey, 
leader of the saloon forces, is equally pos- 
itive that no fee higher than $600 will be 
accepted. The possible compromise is being 
discussed, however, by those aldermen who 
believe that the council is deadlocked per- 
manently on the question so far as thisterm 
is concerned. ;

MASHERS ASSAIL TWO WOMEN: 
SHOTS FIRED AT RESCUERS. 


Bullets Intended for Jacob Steinborn 
and Glenn Tenneson Penetrate 
Plate Glass of a Store. 


Several shots fired by two mashers at Jacob 
Stefnborn,1437 North Robey street, and Glenn 
Tenneson, 415 North Clark street, who had 
hurried to the rescue of two young women 
at La Salle avenue and Division street last 
night, caused considerable excitement. 

The shotg were fired as Steinborn and his 
companion were twenty feetaway. Thebul- 
lets struck the sidewalk, and, glancing off, 
passed through a plate glass window in a 
nearby store. The assailants fied north in 
La Salle avenue, pursued by. Steinborn and 
Tenneson, and escaped by boarding an eleo- 
tric car. 

The young women told Steinborn and Ten- 
neson they had been followed by the men as 
they alighted from a North Clark street car. 
One of the men grasped one of the women 
by the arm and she screamed for help. 

I started to run to the rescue of the young 
women, Steinborn said, when a crowd of 
pedestrians began running in different direc- 
tions, and several shouted that the mashers 
had revolvers. The mashers by this time had 
run north in La Salle avenue. I shouted for 
them to halt and both turned around and 
fired several shots at us.“ 

Tenneson told a similar story: Leut. 
Larkin obtained good descriptions of the 
mashers.

an, of whom now only a hand was visible, 
clutching at a drifting cake of ice. A few 
desperate strokes brought the boat to the 
spot, but the woman had sunk. 


Lake Is Dragged for the Body. 

For several hours the men dragged the 
lake with a grappling hook, and late in the 
afternoon three members of the boat club 
went out in another boat and dragged for 
the body, but it was not found. 

The woman wes about 25 years old and 
wore a black automobile coat and a black 
walking skirt. She wore no hat and ran 
across Groveland park as if pursued. No 
one could be found who had seen the woman, 
before she entered Groveland park, but she 
ran diagonally acrose the park from the 
south, and the police believe she lived south 


of Thirty-fifth street. 


Two Suffocated by Gas. 

Joseph Seslacek, 39 years old, a plano 
maker, 1906 South Fortieth avenue, was 
found: dead by his wife when she went to 
his room to call him to breakfast.

Bishop Fallows Urges Action. 

Bishop Fallows, after reading the announce- 
ment of the meeting, said: 

“The insolence and brutality of these low 
browed criminals, have become the shame of 
our great city. Their lawlessness has been 
brought home to us several times of late, in 
our immediate vicinity. I trust the church- 
men will take an interest in this meeting, It 
should be one of great importance, for if the 
citizens can effect a suppression of these 
criminal acts they should act immediately. 

Less than a week ago, in the very shadow 
of our church, @ woman was attacked by 
three young ruffians, whose intention evi- 
dently was robbery. The womam succeeded 
in resisting their attack, with the aid of one of 
our own church women, who ran to her as- 
sistance. The assailants were boys. 

“TI have heard enough of this kind of bus 
ness to make me sick at heart. I have thought 
and studied ahout the situation, and trust to 
God that our citizens will accomplish some- 
thing effective in bringing to a close this reign 
of criminality, especially in our own vicinity, 
which is not one that harbor criminale.”’ 


“Chicago’s Climax of Crime.“ 

*“* Chicago's Climax of Crime was the sub- 
ject of a sermon by the Rev. A. Arfidid Ross 
imRyder Memorial church. He said: 

Two citizens of Iffinois were legally hur- 
ried into eternity last Friday, and the path to 
the gallows led through the saloon! The last 
earthly appeal of one of them to his fellows 
was a solemn warning to beware of the influ- 
ences which had led him to his untimely fate— 
i. e., the influences that center round the 
saloon. 

Only a few hours before this double trage- 
dy of dramshop accomplishment the honor- 
able (?) board of aldermen of Chicago met and 
refused to take effective steps to curb the 
power of the saloon and mitigate its evil in- 
fluence by failing to pass the ordinance in- 
creasing the license fee. 

A mayor and chief of police overriding the 
plain prohibitions of the law by granting per- 
mits to sell Hquor long after the statutes 
forbid, to within an hour of the time when 
the sale might again be legally recommenced, 
thus giving more time to the ghouls and vam- 
pires to debauch our youth and prey upon the 
virtue of young womanhood; the law making 
body of the city bowing to its master—the 
saloon proprietor—and obeying his behest 
against the dictates of conscience and the 
urgent needs of the city; a great city prone 
under the heel of the tiquor interest, its citi- 
zens unprotected, its property unguarded, its 
women undefended—this is Chicago’s climax 
of crime.”

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
The search of the naval committee of the 
house to fix the cause of and responsibility 
tor the mysterious disappearance of over 
$6,000,000 of the money appropriated for re- 
pairs in the navy during the last fiscal year 
has suffered a peculiar check. 

Red tape has been invoked apparently to 
prevent the facts coming to light. Repre- 
sentative Foss of Chicago, as chairman of the 
committee, called upon the bureau of steam 
engineering and the bureau of construction 
and repair, for an ftemiged statement to show 

how the $12,105,000 placed at their disposal 
last year had been expended. 

The paymaster general, who does the book- 
keeping of the department, replied that the 
property account did not show the purchases 
Dy items and the liability accounts were kept 
with only sufficient detail to show from time 
% time the gross amount which had been 
@bligated and that which remained avail- 
able for further obligation under each appro- 
priation 

Saleen Declines to Give Data. 

“The bureau has no record.“ he said, 
*from which the information called for can 
‘be taken. The only way which such informa- 
tion can be arrived at is by inspecting each 
requisition, voucher, contract, or other paper 
Apvolving a debit or credit to the appropria- 
tien throughout the fiscal year. These pa- 
‘pers number many thousands and the work 
‘would occupy the time of a number of valu- 
able clerks for an indefinite period, doubtless 
‘geveral weeks, and would further require the 
cotperation of a thoroughly informed clerk 
from the bureau of steam engineering, capa- 
ble of deciding as to the subhead of the ap- 
propriation to which each item properly is 
chargeable. The clerical force of this bureau 

1 insufficient for its ordinary current work, 

and the services of those required for the 
preparation of such a statement cannot be 
Spared.” 

The naval committee was hot when it got 
this response to its application for informa- 
tion as to how the money congress had ap- 
propriated in accordance with its recom- 
mendation had been disbursed.. The dispost- 

Ton was to believe the money had been ex- 
Pended in a manner which the bureaus were 
unable or unwilling to explain. Therefore 
it has been determined to get the facts even 
if it takes a congressional investigation by 
Joint resolution to obtain them. 

Before adopting such dn extreme measure 
Chairman Foss, in compliance with the in- 
struction of the committee, has sent a letter 
to Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte calling 
his attention to the failure of the bureaus to 
furnish the information the committee re- 
quires in order to show congress and the 
‘eoumtry that the public money is not spent 
extravagantly and to determine the amount 
which should be appropriated for the next 
fiscal year. 

Admit Diverting Half of Funds. 

Mr. Foss expressed the surprise of the 
committee at finding that in a general state- 
‘ment which was sent several weeks ago to 
the committee, the bureaus of construction 
and repair and steam engineering had con- 

) fessed they had expended only half of the 
huge appropriation given for purposes for 
which it had been granted, while at the 
@ame time admitting that all the money had 
“been used. 

Mr. Bonaparte will be expected to turn 
the department upside down, if necessary, in 
order to obtain the itemized statement the 
committee believes should be furnished in 
order that congress may know definitely 
whether the money it appropriates from the 
national treasury is being employed to re- 
pair the ships or for some unauthorized and 
Umhecessary work. 

Since 1898 there has been expended over 
$80,000,000, exclusive of the appropriations 
for specinc purposes, in the improvement 
of the navy yard, and yet, as Representa- 
tive Foss said during a committee meeting, 
the estimates for improvements grow larger 
year after year. 

We cannot say to the navy,” said Mr. 
Foss, vou are finished; you are up to 
the standard; you are all right!“ Are we 
ever going to reach the stage where-we can 
gay we have efficient yards and need not 
“make appropriations? Last year the total 
amount expended for labor, and material, 
and work in the shops amounted to less then 

* $6,000,000, and yet they are asking tor im- 
provements $42,000,000—seven times the 
amount of work done in repairs. It is ex- 
traordinar y. 

Would Abandon Navy Yerds? 

So the entire committee considers it, and

now before the state senate, providing that 
all persons shall file notice of their appear- 
ances before committees of the legislature 
and have their names entered in dockets to 
be kept for that purpose by the secretary of 
state, stating the name and occupation of 
each person so appearing, the name or title 
of the person or corporation for which he is 
appearing, and compelling the filing within 
thirty days after the adjournment of the leg- 
‘islature by the client of such a person a state- 
ment of the amount of money paid to him for 
his services and describing the character of 
the services rendered. 


Machinery has been devised which will per- 


mit effective participation of policy holders 
in the election of trustees. 


Modeled on Prussian Code. 
The life msurance code of the Prussian 


government, used by the Armstrong com- 
mittee as a model in formulating its recom- 
mendations limiting investments by life in- 
surance companies, prohibits: 


First—A life insurance company from = 


vesting any portion of its funds in stocks of 
corporations of every description. Shares 
in banks, trust companies, railroads, and 
all forms of transportation companies are 
included in the prohibition, as well as those 
of industrial and mining enterprises and 
corporations of a more speculative nature. 
The theory of this prohibition is that a life 
company has no right to become a partner 
through the ownership of stock in such cor- 
porations, and should have no relation with 
them except that of creditor. 


Second—No money shall be loaned by a life 


insurance company upon shares of stock as 
collateral. 
the prohibition. 


All forms of stock are includedin 


Third—It also forbids mortgage loans on 


certain classes of real estate, all hotels, thea- 
ters, and manufacturing plants being within 
the prohibition. This section was regarded 
as too radical by the Armstrong committee 
and is not included in its recommendations. 


Other Features of the Law. 
The Prussian law also requires: 
First—That every individual purchase and 


sale of securities shall be reported, together 
with a gain and loss exhibit which will show 
the net result of the transaction. 


Second—That complete lists shall be filed 


showing every collateral loan made, with de- 


tails 
borrower.

Third—Complete exhibits showing gains or 


losses on the mortuary account, on the oper- 
ating expense dccount, and on the account 
dealing with the expense of acquiring new 
business. : 


Fourth—Detailed statements of all dis- 


bursements for legal purposes, giving the 
name of the recipient of the money and the 


exact purpose of the payment. 


The Prussian code has a number of other 


requirements, but they were dismissed from 
eonsideration by the Armstrong committee 
as being extreme examples of paternalism 
and unfitted to the system of government in 
this country.

But it condemns 
most vigorously the practice of raising sala- 
ries without proper regard for the value of 
service to the policy holders and the payment 
of commissions upon business y in 
possession of a company, simply througb 
favoritism or the relationship of the person 
to an official armed with the power to grant 
such favors. 

It suggests for the future guidance and 
conduct of the companies a careful consid- 
eration of the claim of the officials and em- 
ployés for increased salaries or allowances 
in the form of commissions or gratuities by 
the board of directors or finance committee, 
whichever is intrusted with the responsi- 
bility for caring for the funds, which it de- 
clares are properly the property of the policy 
holders. 

The committee suggests that directors 
should be brought to a reaNzation of their 
great responsibilities and should scrutinize 
most carefully every act that has any con- 
nection with the funds of policy holders who 
are their wards.

The committee makes no recommenda- 
tions for the institution of proceedings 
against any of the insurance companies ex- 
cept in two instances.

Townsley of the latter. The committee sug- 
gests that these two companiés should be 
looked after by the department without delay. 

The committee includes in it report a thor- 
oughly sifted presentation of facts and fig- 
ures bearing upon the value of policies of 
all classes, the proportion of payments to 
actual value at stated stages of maturity, 
the value of the same as collateral for loans, 
the value they should have, and the percent- 
age of cost of administration to the value of 
each policy. 


Report Due Tais Week. 

The report, with the recommendation for 
remedial legislation and nine volumes of 
testimony already published and made a 
part of the report, will be submitted to the 
legislature during the coming week, probably 
Tuesday. It will be the most voluminous 
document of the kind presented to the legis- 
lature by one of its committees, containing 
in its complete form, with the recommenda- 
tions and testimony, more than 500,000 words.

He reiterated his in- 
tention to begin merciless proceedings today 
against stockholders who are in arrears for 
stock. and against other debtors of 
The remaining savings deposits, am ting 
to $2,000, will be paid at Clarence Darrow's 
office. 

„Criminal proceedings may cause some of 
the men named to come to the front with 
cash,“ said. Mr. Healy. The bank will be 
closed today while Mr. Darrow and myself 
work hard to get every cent we can. Mr. 
Darrow, as attorney for the receiver, will 
endeavor to find the persons who authorized 
irresponsible persons to sign notes. The 
music is about to strike up in earnest.

He said he went to Springfield 
after the examination by Examiner Jones 
and conferred with the auditor and that tae 
auditor demanded that the suspicious paper 
in the bank be replaced with cash and that 
the surplus be reduced. Another demand, ac- 
cording to Mr. Healy, was that the e 
of allowing druggists to accept deposits be 
stopped, as it was an infraction of the laws 
regarding branch banking inetitutions. 


McCullough Explains His Course. 

State Auditor McCullough, when talked

1 think some bad mistakes were made 
by the officials,” he said. “I don’t want to

“ Wouldn’t the bank be running today if 
action by you had been waited for? Mr. 
McCullough was asked. 

I consider that it would take about thirty 
days to settle the matter,’’ was the reply.

Light on Sorrow’s Career, 

Emil C. Kischel, president of the Standard 
Glass company, of which G. F. Sorrow was 
formerly president, threw some Hight on Mr.

What do subscribers have to pay for tele- 
phone service in other cities?’ 

This will form the keynote of the investi- 
gation to be made by the council committee 
on gas? oil, and electric light to determine 
a reasonable rate to be charged by the Chi- 
cago Telephone company, before its dubious 
franchise in Chicago is renewed. 

The committee, of which Ald, Linn H. 
Young is chairman, will hold a meeting this 
afternoon. It then will make plans to deter- 
mine the telephone rate to be recommended 
to the city council in advance of any further 
negotiations with the corporation. 

The committee, the mayor, and the city 
legal department are fully alive to the fact 
that the recent decision of the Supreme 
court, which is held to mean that the tele- 
phone company is a mere trespaeser in Chi- 
cago’s streets, places it in a better position 
to treat with the company than ever before. 


. Claim Must Be Paid First. 


In the first place, said Ald. Young yes- 
terday, “the telephone company will have 
to pay the city’s $500,000 compensation claim. 
It is idle to talk of any negotiations before 
that has been done. 

“The next thing is to determine a reason- 
able rate for unlimited service. The Supreme 
court decision is that the company is bound 
to supply unlimited service at $125 a year. 
In the opinion of a good many people that 
is altogether too high. A flat rate of $100 
or less seems to be the popular idea of what 
the company should agree to. 

“The Iilinols Telephone company has a 
flat rate of $85 a year. There is no inten- 
tion to establish a rate in this city that will 
be unfair to the company, but the commit- 
tee, as a preliminary step, is going to see 
what it costs the subscribers to telephone 
systems in other cities. 

The recommendation from the city legal 
department to withhold all permits for ex- 
tensions and repairs from the company no 
doubt has been due to the company’s fal- 
ure to pay the city its dues and it appears 
that it is justifiable under the circumstances. 
The telephone company would be in a much 
better position to negotiate with Chicago 
for a new franchise if it had lived up to 
its contract. Instead of that it arbitrarily 
advanced rates and people were compelled 
to pay $50 more than the ordinance provided 
for because the telephone company had a 
monopoly. 

‘I should not like to see another telephone 
company in the city. This would mean an 
additional expense to the business men, and a 
nuisance. However, if the Chicago com- 
pany does not come to terms the only thing 
to do will be to open negotiations with an 
independent company.“

OWNERS OF. LAND NEAR FORT 
PROTEST AT PRICE OFFERED. 


Will Resist Goverkment’s Attempt to 
Add Eighty-three Acres to the North 
Shore Reservation. 


The government practically has completed 
all arrangements for the purchase of the 
eighty-three agree of land lying west of Fort 
Sheridan, which is owned by business men 
and occupied by probably fifty residences 
and store buildings. Congress has appro- 
priated $280,000 for this purpose. 

Several of the property owners are unwill- 
ing to accept the price offered by the gov- 
ernment, and they will carry the matter to the 
courts, 

R. Shannon, who conducts a large general 
merchandise business at Fort Sheridan and 
has considerable money invested in build- 
ings, says he Will not accept the govern- 
ment’s offer unless the court compels him to 
do so. Other property owners who are dis- 
satisfied with the price offered are J. Sullivan, 
J. J. Condon, F. Henig, P. Conley, W. W. 


Wagner, and J. S. Prall. 


The owners of the property received word 
yesterday that the $280,000 would be paid to 
them in May and that all unfinished business 
in regard to titles and contracts would be 
completed next month. 

The land adjoins the Fort Sheridan reserva- 
tion on the west and extends from the North- 
western station to Highwood limits, between 
the Northwestern tracks and the reserva- 
tion. It is subdivided into town lots, and 
many soldiers and civilians have built neat 
residences and business houses upon it. All 
of the land will be cleared and converted into 
a military parade ground. The frame builld- 
ings will be moved to Highwood, where the 
property owners are now purchasing lots. 

Highwood business men have asked the 
secretary of war to intercede in the matter.

the state of affairs in Congo and urged 
that the reins of control be taken from the 
hands of King Leopold. Hie said the present 
government in Congo is wrong in nearly 
every detail.

Alleged Favorites Tipped Off to Bonds 
Selling at Discount, but Re- 
tired at Par.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Dismal indeed has 

been the state of affairs on the stock ex- 
change during the last week, for even in- 
vestment orders, which have been the main- 
stay of the house since the turn of the year, 
ceased to come in, while speculation is dead. 
Many explanations are forthcoming to ac- 
count for the sudden drying up of the wells 
of business just as activity on the stock 
exchange appeared to be developing well. 
That some nervous apprehension ie felt as 
to the possible introduction of confiscatory 
legislation in the new parilament cannot be 
gainsaid, but this of itself would not seem 
to be sufficient to account for the general 
apathy in the markets-and fears of foreign 
troubles may be dismissed entirely. 

Possibly the continued decline in South 
African securities has more to do with the 
paralysis of general business than most of 
the critics are inclined to admit, for the 
number of people who have been hit by the 
fall in Kaffirs must be enormous, and in many 
quarters there is an uneasy suspicion that 
the worst has not yet been reached. 

A most unpleasant feeling has been aroused 
in the consol market in conmection with the 
drawing of the first installment of the $50,- 
000,000 of exchequer bonds issued in April 
last. 

The bonds had been quoted at a discount 
and those drawn for redemption were to be 
paid off at par. It was therefore to the ad- 
vantage of the holder or buyer to hold or 
buy bonds which ‘had been drawn. That 
some holders were put in possession of this 
information has arisen to more than a sus- 
picion. Those on the outside found to their 
astonishment that the drawing actually had 
taken place without the market knowing 
it before the bonds were delivered. The 
drawing took place Feb. 1 and notification 
of the fact to the public was not made until 
Feb. 14. It is thus concluded with much in- 
dignation that a select few must have been 
in possession of the knowledge of the numbers 
of the drawn bonds and that there had been 
what one of the writere characterizes as 
„ Gnancial juggling in high quarters.“ 


LAWSON SCORES COPPER DEAL. 


Issues Circular Offering to Wager 
$500,000 Heinze Received No Cash 
Payments from Amalgamated. 


Boston, Maes,, Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Thomas 
W. Lawson has issued a circular entitled 
“The Swindle of the Age,“ in which he 
offers to wager $500,000 that all statements 
to the effect of cash payments to Augustus 
Heinze by the Amalgamated for his copper 
properties are false. In the circular Lawson 
ridicules the idea that the Amalgamated has 
“any other interest in this consolidation 
affair than that indirect interest arising from 
letting the public know that suits against it 
are to be dropped. The Amalgamated offi- 
cers have repeatedly publicly said they would 
not, directly or indirectly, pay a dollar to 
settle these suits which, in fact, have been 
practically settled long ago by ‘the courts. 
Today, as in the past, but two men can 
authorize others to speak officially for the 
Amalgamated company—Henry H. Rogers 
and William Rockefeller.“ 

Continuing. Lawson's circular says: 

„% There is nothing in this consolidation 
affair other than: A mine, the North Butte, 
which Rogers and his associates have repeat- 
edly refused to purchase for even five mil- 
ons, has been through market manipulation 
marked up to a ‘value’ of thirty-six mil- 
lions.

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 18.—[Special.}-—Presi- 
dent Patrick Dolan, deposed head ot᷑ the local 
district of the United Mineworkers, in a 
statement isgued today again bitterly at- 
tacked National President John Mitchell. . 

He accuses Mitchell of playing to the 
galleries by threatening the operators with 
a national strike, but that the operators 
“called the bluff.” Mitchell is further 
charged with sending organizers into the 
local fleld to defeat Dolan and that money 
belonging to the organigation was used, 

The statement in part says; 

President Mitchell is trying to shirk the 
responsibility for the mess he has gotten the 
miners of this country into by saying that 
I am evidently trying to divide the miners’ 
forces. I am not. I am trying to save the 
miners from the dangers which threaten 
them because of Mitchell's lack of courage. 
Mitchell, and Mitchell alone, is responsible 
for the serious situation which confronts the 
miners. He got started wrong in the joint 
convention and didn’t have the courage to 
make a retreat when he saw he was worsted. 


Blames Mitchell for Mess. 

„Hoe led the argument for the miners by de- 
mending an advance in wages on the claim 
that prices of coal were higher at that time 
than they were two years ago. The operators 
immediately took him at his word and offered 
to bring in the books of all the companies in 
the country, large and small, and have them 
examined, if the miners wotld agree to take a 
reduction if the prices were shown to be 
lower; the operators to pay an advance if the 
prices were shown te be higher. 

„F. L. Robbins asked Mitchell to accept 
that offer. Robbins repeated the question a 
half dozen times, then appealed to the chair 
and the chair ruled that Mitchell ought to an- 
swer the question. Mitchell then arose and 
said: ‘I decline to answer.’ The operators 
had us whipped from that moment. 

When Mitchell saw what a mess he was in 
he tried to scare the operators from following 
up their advantage by making radical state- 
ments and playing to the galleries. He 
thought he would scare the operators by the 
threat of a national strike, but the operators 
celled our bluff. 


Says Situation Is Now Hopeless. 

“From the time Mitchel] made that first 
blunder he went from bad to worse, until 
the Ryan resolution made our situation 
hopeless, and we came on without an agree- 
ment. Mitchell has always lacked courage. 
He is., more careful of his own reputation as 
a successful leader than he is of the inter- 
ests of his people. Never in his career has 
he fought against the popular tide, no mat- 
ter whether it was right or wrong. 

„Mitchell says I have always been un- 
friendly to his administration. I have not, 
although he has always fought me. I was 
a candidate for national vice president 
against him in 1808, and he never [forgave 
me. I have letters in my desk to prove that 
he sent organizers into this fleld and issued 
orders to Bpare no expense to have me de- 
feated for district president in my own field. 
And it was the union’s money and not his 
own that he was willing to be so lavish with 
to vent a personal spite. 

“Tt has been evident for years past to 
everybody conmected with the labor move- 
ment that Mitchell is suffering from a com- 
mon, ordinary dose of ‘big head.’ He is 
working all the time toward one man power, 
amd the truth of the matter 8 that he is not 
in touch with his own Seople or with the 
mining situation. Circumstances have made 
him. The tide hae always been im his favor 
until lately, and now he doesn't measure up 
to his job.“ 

Mitchell and Committee Finish. 

New York, Feb. 18.—John Mitchell and his 
associates on the anthracite miners’ sub- 
committee today finished their work of pre- 
paring proposals for an agreement, and prob- 
ably will meet with the coal operators’ sub- 
committee on Tuesday or Wednesday. 

It was stated that no formal document 
would be submitted, but that the miners 
would notify the operators that they were 
ready for a joint meeting of the subcom- 
mittees, and then would state in general 
terms what they expected the operators to 
grant them in the new agreement. It is ex- 
pected that several meetings-will take place 
before a final agreement or disagreement 
will be reached. 

It is practically certain that the miners 
will make a firm demand for the eight hour 
day for all men employed about the mines. 
It no agreement should be reached the whole 
matter will be submitted to a tridistrict 
convention, that being a convention of the 
three big anthracite districts which control 
the eritire coal field. No matter what may 
be the result of the conference here, it will 
have to be ratified by the convention to be 


called in Pennsylvania. 


DECLINES IN NEW YORK MARKET 


Prices Brought Down to Level Reached 


in January end Speculative 
Holdings Dislodged. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. |] 

New York, Feb. 18.—[(Special.]—There were 
some heavy declines in the short stock mar- 
ket session yesterday. The renewed decline 
of the week had brought prices back to the 
neighborhood reached in the decline in Jan- 
vary. A fall below this level was bound to 
have the effect of dislodging speculative hold- 
ings which were retained through that de- 
cline, Add to this feature of the weakness 
of the technical position of the market the 
feeling of discouragement over the specula- 
tive outlook which has been gaining force 
steadily with the perception of the persistent 
drop in prices, and the action of the market 
finds jek ry explanation without reference 
to the news of events having any more sub- 
stantial bearing on values. The bank state- 
ment proved more favorable than had been 
expected. Only a nominal gnroad was made 
upon the surplus, which, it was feared, might 
be wiped out. The loss in cash was only 
about half of what was indicated by the 
known movements of money for the week. 

The principal interest attached to the loan 
item, and the contraction reported of $9,- 
616,600 was in contrast with the fears that 
the heavy bond flotations of the week must 
have caused a large expansion of banking 
credits. That there has been in fact such 
an expansion is not open to doubt, but by 
resort to foreign lenders through the me- 
dium ef the exchange market the local banks 
geem to have been relieved for the present 
from these requirements.

OLD TIME ACTRESS IS DEAD. 


Mrs. Anna T. Florence, Widow of 
“Billy” Florence, Passes Away at 
Home in New York. 


New York, Feb. 18,—[Special.}]—-Mrs. Anna 
T. Florence, widow of the actor Billy 
Florence, died today at her apartments, 224 
West Forty-fifth street. Mrs. Florence was 
born in New York in 1830. Fifty years ago 
she was well known to the theater going pub- 
lic as a daficer and comedy sketch artist of 
more than ordinary ability. She became Mrs. 
Florence in 1858, and in the same year Mr. 
and Mrs. Florence appeared together at the 
National theater in this city in The Irish 
Boy amd the Yankee Girl.“ The play was 
most successful, and in 1856 ran fifty nights at 
the Drury Lane theater in London. 

Mrs. Florence’s greatest success was The 
Mighty Dollar,“ in which she created the 
réle of Mrs. Gilflory. With Mr. Florence she 
acted Nght comedy, for years sharing the 
honors in such plays as The Ticket of Leave 
Man,” “The Yankee Girl,” Dombey. and 
Son,“ and Facts.“ 

Mrs. Florence was in Europe when her hus- 
band died in 1891, leaving a fortune of $100,000. 
She hurried home to find that she had been 
made the sole legatee. Since that time, with 

e exception of a brief revival of The 

ighty Dollar,“ Mrs. Florence had been off 
the stage. Two years after the death of her 
husband Mrs. Florence married Howard 
Coveney, but later resumed the name of Flor- 
ence. Mrs. Florence became ill in December. 
Since that time she had been cared for by her 
older sister, Mrs. Williams, who celebrated 
her eightieth birthday a week ago Sunday,

Increasing difficulties appear to heset ef- 
forts to make a bull market at this time, and 
it is evident operators for that account have 


‘become discouraged. They receive no as- 


sistance from the big interests, and tempo- 
rary conditions are all against them. Money 
is firmer, lending at 5% per cent to cover a 
period of six months. Funds at this rate 
and for this length of time are readily taken 
for use in a reason when call rates are 
usually between 1 and 2 per cent. | 

In the last week there developed in New 
York a positive discrimination against loans 
on industrial issues. One per cent more was 
asked for an industrial loan than for money 
loaned on railroad collateral. 

Pennsylvania and Wisconsin have decided 
that railroads shall charge 2 cents a mile 
in those states. It is easy to predict that 
before many months a large number of other 
states will be added to the list. It may be 
argued that a reduced rate will stimulate 
travel, and that is believed to be true. But 
at the moment the cheerful side of a 33 per 
cent reduction in passenger rates. is not se 
easily appreciated. 

Congress does not promise to do anything 
to help the railroad situation from a stock 
market standpoint. Here, again, there may 
be optimism, on the theory that nothing 
will come of congressional inquiries. The 
theory, however, will not be demonstrated 
until after the adjournment of congress. The 
mood of the country is at the same time 
against the theory. 


Profit Taking on Good News. 

Two important matters looked forward 
to by the bull contingent havetranspired and 
the market, instead of respond@ing favorably, 
has declined. The Amalgamated Copper deal 
and the increase in Union Pacific dividend 
fell flat. They were merely utilized for profit 
taking purposes. There is a big deal ahead 
9 a Pacific, but this is no time to carry 

t out. 

The market for nearly three months has 
stood up under the cheerful belief that al- 
though it may be raining today, the sun will 
be shining tomorrow. But after two anda 
half months of rain human nature may be 
expected to become dubious over the prospect 
of sunshine. This state of mind is just now 
taking possession of that fraction of the 
public remaining in the market. 

The coal strike is not yet settled. There is 
a growing division in the ranks of the 
miners, but the test between them and the 
operators remains to be made. 

A few cliques which were able to move 
prices up while there was a more general 
interest in the market have found their efforts 
in the last ten days disappointing. For the 
time being there does not appear to be much 
on either side, though A lower tendency 
would appear more natural than otherwise. 
To those who feel like holding stocks there 
is more ahead to suggest caution than enthu- 


slasm. 
Bank Statement. 


The bank statement Saturday left the sur- 
plus reserve practically unchanged. The 
figures had no special influence on the mar- 
ket. There was a loss in cash of $3,233,100, 
but this was offset by a decrease of over 
$3,000,000 in reserve requirements. The ex- 
cess now stands at $5,689,925. The showing 
wiil not help the money market, but should 
tend to keep rates firm. The figures:

In the local bank stock market the only act- 
five issue was Illinois Trust, which was $655 
bid. First National and Chicago National 
were firm. In other stocks there were offer- 
ings without bids.

Tade in Wholesale Lines. 

Conditions were fairly satisfactory in the 
wholesale and jobbing trade the last week. 
The lower temperatures induced a better 
demand for staple winter goods, particular- 
ly in dry goods, heavy clothing, and boots 
and shoes. The buying of this class of goods 
was better than any time before this winter, 
retail stocks having been considerably re- 
tu ed. Most wholesale houses reported 
trade as comparing favorably with last year, 
with the prospect of an increased spring 
demand. Buyers are placing their spring 
orders early, and the volume of forward 
bookings was greatly increased. 

The colder weather was a factor in the 
wholesale coal trade, the home consumption 
of fuel depleting retail stocks, rendering a 
better wholesale inquiry imperative. As a 
result dealers will not carry over as large 
stocks this month ag was at first wed 8 8 
would be necessary. 

The activity in the retail lines throughout 
the middle west was reflected in the steady 
demand from country merchants for practi- 
cally all kinds of general merchandise. 

The holiday at the beginning of the week 
temporarily interrupted building operations, 
and the materially cold weather also impeded 
outdoor work to some extent. Jobbers in 
building material welcomed the slight let- 
up in the activity. The demand for this 
clase of material continues unabated, how- 
ever, and, with the immense amount of work 
in progress and the plans for new buildings 
projected, there seem to be no indications 
of a slackening of the demand for several 
months at least. 

Strong Demand for Steel. 

In the steel and iron industry there was a 
gratifying inquiry for structural shapes, and 
the extreme urgency of last year continued. 
The mills are from four to six months behind 
on orders for structural products. The pres- 
ent demand is principally for smal and me- 
dium sized orders. Iron bars are being re- 
duced to their proper level in relation to 
steel, and some concessions in their price 
was noted during the week. Pig iron was a 
shade stronger last week, there being a 
strong inquiry, especially in the west. In 
the east there were complaints of poor trade 
from some points, but, on the whole, the mar- 
ket seemed to have been strengthened

Supplies Are Large. 

Topping off the foreign news, there were 
stronger indications that supplies at home 
and in Europe were plentiful enough to 
satisfy all requirements for the time being 
at least. The foreign inquiry for American 
wheat was so weak that the bears hammered 
vigorously with the argument that if this 
country wished to compete in the business 
abroad prices necessarily would have to seek 
a considerably lower level. Just how much 
more of a concession America would have to 
make to find a market beyond the seas the 
trade seemed at variance of opinion, but the 
bears held that any declines here would be 
met promptly by the other pag ae na- 
tions. There are those among the bull co- 
horts who declare that too much significance 
is given to the foreign situation, holding that 
conditions within our own borders doe not 
and will not warrant price slashing competi- 
tion with other countries. They believe that 
the bears are belittling the actual needs, 
present and future, of the 90,000,000 people 
in this country, and that with the increase 
in the globe’s supplies of the cereal, as com- 
pared to last year, represented almost alto- 
gether in Canada and the United States, the 
possessors can be too independent to seil at 
a sacrifice abread, especially until the out- 
come of the growing crop is more definitely 
determined. 

“We hold the excess in stocks, said a 
bull whose sentiment will net down, and 
as the holder we can have a good deal to say 
before another yield is binned. It is the most 
natural thing in the world for the man who 
holds the goods that are needed to display 
some independence. I am willing to listen to 
all the talk about the big outputs from Ar- 
gentina and Australia, but the talk doesn’t 
dampen my enthusiasm a particle. I am a 
bull on the true merit of the wheat. That is 
one reason. Another is that there are alto- 
gether too many bears. The market is dan- 
gerously oversold, and a few genuine crop 
scares, and they are sure to develop, would 
witness some of the fastest sprinting for 
shelter ever seen in the market. The bears 
are gloating over the fact that the wheat 
has sold the lowest on the crop, and they 
are wild in their predictions that the down- 
ward movement will not be seriously checked 
this side of the 7ic mark. They are too con- 
fident, and, like the champion prize fighter 
who goes into the ring intent upon cowing his 
unknown opponent with the flash of his teeth, 
and who loafs, they will suffer from overcon- 
fidence. Overconfiderfve is the most fatal 
disease in the whole list.“ 


Both Longs and Shorts Sell. 


Wheat was hurled into the pit from all di- 
rections last week, particularly in the Friday 
end Saturday, sessions. Holders of the long 
stuff fairly overwhelmed the bulls with their 
offerings, and the bears displayed their ut- 
mest confidence by increasing their short 
sales to a large scale. A feature of the late 
trading was the selling of long May and the 
buying of July for the sellers. At one time 
the difference between the two months was 
1%c, but it was narrowed to practically lo 
by this process. There has been more or less 
talk of things doing in the nearer option, 
with some of the big longs who now face 
sharp losses shaping matters te recoup in the 
more distant future. Their plays are being 
watched intently, and every move finds many 
a willing follower among the smaller fellows. 


Corn Hangs Heavy. 

Heaviness in the corn market increased as 
the week neared the end. The sogginess in 
the wheat market affected sentiment in the 
cearser grain, and numerous old time bulle 
became, apparently, converts to the other 
cause. News was ofa generally bearish cast. 
The increase in the visible supply was less 
than 500,000 bu, but the bears figured that any 
increase at all would be an argument in their 
favor, holding that such heavy shipments to 
Europe as have been made should have served 
to keep down the offerings from the farms. 


Liquidating of Oats. 

Oats suffered in sympathy with the more 
important grains, being heavy the greater 
part of the week. The sentiment on the floor 
seemed to be more bearish, and thére was 
liquidating of much long stuff that had been 
held for weeks. Shert sellers appeared to 
have greater confidence and the desire to 
cover lines was not so persistent. The visible 
supplies showed a decrease of ‘ony 828,000 bu 
at the end of the week befere, and the total 
at the start of the week still hung close to 
27,000,000 bu. The demand from the east had 
a fairly good color throughout the period, and 
transactions for export were numerous and 
in many instances important, but the bears 
felt that the supplies were too great to give 
them fear in their short selling. 

Provisions were the basis of the liveliest 
and most interesting market of the let. Ad- 
vances were scored all over the list, and the 
sentiment at the close of the week did not 
indicate that the bulls had completed their 
campaign. Rather it appeared that they 
would not be satisfied for considerable time 
to come.
